HEN John H. Gundlach ceases to be “Mr.

‘profitable in a broad view of future St. Louis. 


Up to this time, the broad view has not pre- 
vailed, and at this moment ‘there is nothing in 
the city ordinances which makes a definite start 
toward the great enterprises just mentioned. But ‘ 
that does not mean that Gundlach will go out of} 
office with a record of mere sentiment-forming, 
and without positive achievement. 


For, while Gundlach has been seeing visions of 

. the big works of the future, which will cost im- 

mensely, he also has seen things which can ve 

done without constitutional amendments and bond 

issues, and he has gone about getting them done. 

And the chief of these things has been the. lop- 
ping off of sharp corners at traffic centers. 


Traffic Hypotenuses His Specialty. 


YTHAGORAS, or Euclid, or whoever it was 
p that first found out about the hypotenuse 
of a right-angled triangle, gave City-Plan- 
ner Gundlach this idea. Now, when Gundlach sees 
row of vehicles warping slowly around a pair 
of corners between the two sections of a bro- 
ken-off street; his mind resolves each corner into 
‘the two shorter sides of a right-angled triangle. 
Then it supplies the hypotenuse, and he exclaims, 
“Condemn the corner, and take the kink out of 
the street.” 

He has put this idea into or“inances, now duly 
enacted, to hammer the hump out of the intersec- 
tion of Grand and Washington avenues, to put a 
traffic canal through the Locust-Olive-Lindell 
maze, and to give the street cars, the automo- 


biles and human life in general, more of a chance 
at Thirteenth and Locust'‘streets. 


“St. Louis is disjointed,’ says Gundlach. This 

ic because there has not been a city conscious- 
ness, only a sort of neighborhood consciousness. 
Streets have been laid wherever it seemed conve- 
nient for subdivision makers to lay them, without 
considering whether they would fit the street lines 
of the parts of the city already established. Streets 
break off suddenly, then reappear, disconnected 
and out of line. 
“South St. Louis, between Broadway and Jeffer- 
son avenue, has not one connecting thoroughfare 
with the heart of the city, unless you dodge 
through the most bewildering maze of disappear- 
ing streets to be found in any American city. 


Kinks in East and West Routes. 


“NJ ORTH ST. LOUIS is almost as badly off 
for a through thoroughfare. Twelfth 

street, the natural crosstown route, 
gets tangled up and lost south of Chouteau ave- 
nue, and does the same north of Washington ave- 
nue. East and west routes of communication have 
kinks in them. Locust street suddenly stops a 
block east of Grand avenue, and persons who 
drive on it must turn two right-angle corners 
into Washington avenue, if they wish to go that 
way, or into Lindell avenue, if they go that way. 


On Washington avenue, just a _ block beyond, 
comes another sharp turn at Grand avenue. 


“Someone proposed to cut off a part of the 
northeast corner of Grand and Washington ave- 
nues, and a bill was introduced to condemn the 
land. The officers of the Third Baptist Church 
and some other property owners, opposed it. I 
attended the Council Committee hearing, and 
when I say what the proposal was, I didn’t won- 
der that there was opposition. The change 
would have amounted to very little in the way of 
making the way out Washington avenue easier for 
vehicles, or the crossing safer for pedestrians. ’ I 
told the committee the bill ought to be killed, and 
one ought to be drawn for cutting the corner away 
clear up to the side of the church building. — 

“The church representatives then said that 
would be a good thing, and they would not oppose 
it. Out of that grew the movement for widening 
Washington avenue to 80 feet, and taking out the 
kink at Grand avenue. It took a fight to get this 
ordinance through, but the matter is now ready 
for the work gf commissioners, to assess damages 
and benefits.

vard without a sharp corner, grew,.in the same 
way, out of a proposal] that had been made for 
a halfway measure which would have left some 


of the kink. The Thirteenth and Locust streets 
ordinance, which is likely to be carried out ahead 
of the other two, was a Board of Public Im- 
provements measure, which had the approval of 
the City Rlan Commission. 

“The next measure, in-order, is the opening 
of Twelfth street south, from Chouteau to Park 


avenue, and this with the widening of the via- 


duct to 79 feet, will give South St. Louis a fine 
new highway. This ordinance has been passed, 
but it will still have to run the gauntlet of in- 
terested property owners. 

“Such measures as these have to overcome an 
almost incredible amount of opposition. And 
after they are passed, the property has a strange 
way of increasing in value in the face of con- 
demnation proceedings. Some cases of this 
kind taken into court are delaying the execution 
of the Locust-Olive-Lindell improvement.” 


Gundlach, who lives in North St. Louis, has 
carried his anti-kink movement there with mod- 
erate success. Where Florissant and Carter 
avenues, Grove and Ferry streets form a neigh- 
borhood Five Points, he tried to get the School 
Board to cut off a corner from the Elliott School 
property and to get an adjacent corner on Carter 
avenue, in private hands, treated in the same 
manner. The School Board consented, but only 
after Gundlach had reminded the board that 
some alley-vacation ordinances desired by the 
hoard were in the Council’s hands and might 
not pass unless the board would reciprocate a 
little. This negotiation took so long that the 
other part of the plan was dropped, and one-half 
the kink, in consequence, is still there. 


Ideas Older Than Office Tenure. 


EFORE Gundlach wa’ in public office, for 15 
B, years or more, he was talking civic im- 
provement and city building. He used to 
tell his fellow realty dealers, and his associates 
in North St. Louis business organizations of the 
things St. Louis would have to do to be a great 
city. He took these ideas with him four years 
ago into office, and into the City Plan Associa- 
tion, which’ resulted in the City Plan Commis- 
sion, established under a Gundlach ordinance. 
wo plans were foremost in Gundlach’s scheme 
fot a new St. Louis, and still are foremost among 
the things which he thinks can be done, and must 
be done. These were river front improvement and 
a Union Station plaza. 

Both encountered the same legal obstacle. This 
obstacle is that the city, under its charter, has 
not the right to condemn land for parkways. It 
can employ condemnation proceedings only for 
purposes of actual utility. 

This called for a charter amendment, and Gund- 
lach got through an ordinance for submitting such 
an amendment to the voters, but it failed to get 
the emergency clause needed to bring it up at this 
spring’s election. He introduced a new measure 
calling for a vote in November, 1914, or sooner, 
and hopes, if this passes, to get the matter voted 
on at some special election in the meantime—a 
bridge bond election, perhaps. 

These measures did not get through without 
some urging, and Gundlach occasionally used tart 
speech about “legislafive courtesy, alias peanut 
politics.” But for the most part, his arguments 
were aimed to show what St. Louis needed, in the 
belief that what the city was clearly seen to need, 
it would .sooner or later get.

pressions of the riven front and the station neigh- 
borhood,” he says, “the beauty of Westmoreland 
and Portland places will not save us from*the rep- 
utation of ugliness. 

“Suppose that, instead of what the traveler 
new sees from Union Station, he looked out on 
a’green plaza reaching over to Chestnut street, 
and stretching east and west as far as he could ? 
see. He would recognize this ag a great and a 
beautiful city and he would stop to see more of 
it. Travel] that passes through a city without 
stopping does little good. Liverpool, England, is 
known to all tourists as the city that no one 
stops to see. There may be things there worth. 
seeing, but they are not in sight of the tourist, 
and he does not stop to hunt them up, but hir- 
ries to Oxford, or Stratford, or London, and re- 
turns only on the last train that connects with 
his ship. 

“The appearance of the river front, no matter 
from what point it is seen, is most discourag- 
ing—no American city makes a worse showing 
on its water front. Even suppose there are 
others which have decayed river-front districts, 
that does not excuse us. We must not allow 
curselves to fall back into the class of Cincin- 
nati and Louisville. Cleveland and Detroit are 
better civic examples. 





Tracks Are a Levee Problem. 


oT HE river front improvement problem is 
not so simple as that at Union Station. 
' To make the Union Station plaza, all 
that has to be done is to tear down buildings 
andwmake a park. But on’ the river front we 
have the elevated tracks and the surface tracks 
to consider. We cannot make the elevated lines 
go lower than they are, for they must be sure 
of an entrance to the city in time of high water. 

“Perhaps the most practical way will be to 
let the elevated tracks stand, giving the elevated 
structure an artistic treatment and then to ter- 
race the river front from the Levee to Main 
street. Perhaps the tracks can go under ground 
in some manner. That is a question for en- 
gineers. But I believe, from careful estimates, 
that an assessment of property as far west as 
Broadway would pay the whole cost of such an 
improvement 

“This improvement is a necessity. It is the only 
way to save the district east of Broadway, and 
Broadway itself, from being desolated in the west- 
ward movement. The problem is not so much 
how to transport the suburbanite into the city as 
it is how to keep the territory we have from be- 
ing depopulated. Anyone who has tried ‘to sell 
property east of Broadway knows what this 
means. 

“It is possible to rehabilitate rundown territory 
in this way. The establishment of Columbus 
Square and Bathhouse No. 1.at Tenth and Carr 
streets has done more to redeem that neighbor- 
hood from hopelessness and despair than — 
that has happened there in a generation. 

‘The acquisition of Fairground as a park ‘a 
increased and made permf&nent the values of real 
estate as nothing else could have done. When 
improvements there are finished, this will be the 
city’s biggest playgrouna, worthy of comparison 
with the public playgrounds of German cities, 
which are our models in manifestation of the com- 
munity spirit. 


Outer Park System a Necessity. 
edi outer park system, as planned by the 
Civic League, is another great necessity. 

We must acknowledge our debt to Kan- 
sas City, in showing us what an outer boulevard 
system should be. And we should imitate the 
thrift of Kansas City in doing the work before 
land prices in the outer park district become pro- 
hibitive. Forest Park, in 1874, cost St. Louis less 
than $850,000. It would sell today for nearly 
enough to pay the city’s bonded debt. Columbus 
Square, purchased in 1908; comprising only a sin- 
gle city block, cost nearly one-third as much as 
Forest Park cost when it was bought, and Sou- 
lard Place, whichis even smaller, cost more 
than one-fifth as much as Forest Park. 

“People speak of the cost of this work as if it 
rendered the undertaking impossible. They shouid 
look»at Cleveland, which has gone into city-build- 
ing to the tune of $30,000,000, with the new civic 
center as one of the chief improvements. These 
are things that St. Louis must do if we are to be a 
great city, and not merely a big town. 

“The river front and Union Station improve- 
ments and the outer park and boulevard system 
are not visionary or impossible. They will be 
done, if the people can be made to redlize the 
need for them.

HAT a lot of extraneous testimony has

The young 

Lieutenant-Governor of the State, heading the 

commission, may have banked upon the interest 

such items invariably stir up, while furthering 
his reforms. 





What with State senatorial commissions and 


minimum wage advocates combining their ef- 
forts to the one great end, overzealous sympa- 
thizers in the agitation may easily be led to 
suppose the terms vice and low wages inter- 
changeable; if not synonymous. How mislead- 
ing! How entirely beside the point at issue! 
You might fill volumes with the prejudiced in- 
competent testimony of women who have fallen 
and are prone to find excuses for their short- 
comings. How does such testimony avail the 
thousands of worthy workers a minimum wage 
law is designed to help.. Exposure of cases of 
flagrant failure serve merely to cast a most un- 
just reflection upon working women as a class. If 
I was distracted for one instant by the theories 
that low morals and low wages were interde- 
pendent, believe me, I’ve got back on the right 
track since I’ve been doing a little investigating 
of my own. 

Among the dozen of $6, $8 and $10 a week 
girls I talked to upon such a confidential sub- 
ject as their means of existence the connection 
between morals and wages was so far from their 
consideration that I forgot to .introduce that 
phase of the subject myself. ’

And then, too, I find I save money by 
doing light housékeeping for, if even I paid only 
$4 a week for board I should have to hand over 
that amount regularly. Living this way.I have 
more control over my expenditures.. Some weeks 
I don’t spend quite my full allowance for food, 
as for instance, when I was ill. Then I am that 
much ahead. 
“IT pay $12 a’month for my room furnished 
and that includes gas and heat. I have a gas 
plate on which I prepare my breakfast and 
dinners and: the meat far sandwiches which I 
take with me for luncheon. The amount I 
spend for food varies. Last week, for example, 
it ‘was $1.17%. Bread, three loaves, was 15c;

John W. Farris is on the official slate for Com- 
missioner of Pensions. In a veto: message touch- 
ing an application for an increase of his pension 
made by Mr. Farris, President Cleveland wrote: 

“In 1981, 16 years after his discharge (from 
the army), he (Mr. Farris) filed an applica- 
tion for a pension, alleging that he was suf- 
fering with chronic diarrhea, contracted in 
the army, and in 1885 his claim was allowed, 
and he was granted a pension for that cause. 

In September of the same year, and after 
this pension was granted, he filed an appli- 
cation for an increase of this rate, alleging 
that in 1884 his eyes became affected in con- 
sequence of his previous ailments and the 
debility consequent thereupon. af 

The Ingenuity developed in the constant 
and persistent attacks upon the public treas- 
ury by those claiming pensions, and the in- 
crease of thoge already granted, is exhibited 
in bold relief by this attempt to include sore 
eyes among the results of diarrhea. 

I am entirely satisfied with the opinion of 
the medical referee, who, after examining 
this case in October, 1885, reported that “the 
disease of the eyes cannot be admitted to be 
a result of chronic diarrhea.” 

On all grounds it seems to me that this 
Claimant should be contented with the pen- 
aion which has already been allowed him.”

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€ _ REPRAL THE OLIVER LAW. 

Tiiseatisfaction over the conditions to which the 
Cltver law has given rise seems to be universal. 
Whether these conditions were made inevitable 
by the lew iteelf or whether they could have been 
avoided by a different administration of it is im- 
material. To exempt fire insurance companies 
fvom the requirements applying to all other busi- 
ness in the State is a mistake.

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YORBIGN RAILROAD CORPORATIONS. 

Missouri railroads should be controlled by com- 
panies deriving their powers from Missouri in- 
corporation laws alone. In requiring such parts 
of interstate lines as lie within this State to be 
organized under our own law, Missouri will 
only be doing what many states properly jealous 
of their prerogatives, have already done. The 
fact that all of Missouri's large, mileage in trun 
lines, except that controlled by three companies, 
is now operated by foreign corporations reveals 
a neglect of one of the most important and legiti- 
mate of state functions. 

The Rodgers bill compelling companies organ- 
ized in other states to take out Missouri incor- 
poration papers for the Missouri portions of their 
systems has already passed the Senate and should 
be passed by the House. It furnishes a short 
cut to better supervision and regulation in many 
instances and removes all question as to the juris- 
diction of Missouri courts. 
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UNIVERSITY CORRESPONDENCE COURSE. 

The announcement of Missouri University that 
a correspondence schoo] will be opened at the 
university next fall, will be interesting to all 
persons concerned with the advancement of learn- 
ing. 

Education through correspondence has many 
_ drawbacks. Its success depends upon the persis- 
tence and talent of the student more than does 
the success of personal teaching. But whatever 
good is to be obtained from this method, should 
be found in the largest measure when the cor- 
respondence is carried on by university teachers, 
freely, and with no dollar interest in the student.

The expectation tn London 
now js that the Lords, in order to “save their 
faces,” will finally agree to pass it if some amend- 
ment is made in its provisions, but the Irish Par- 
liamentary party is unanimous in the determina- 
tion not, to compromise on anything of import- 
ance. Many of them are for ignoring the Lords 
altogether, feeling that the Asquith Government is 
in for a long term of years, and that Home Rule, 
as it stands in the bill, is an absolute certainty in 
14 months. While the Government has been grow- 
ing stronger, the Tory opposition has been grow- 
ing weaker, and their chance of turning out the 
Asquith Government seems exceedingly remote. 
Meanwhile the great regenerative forces that 
are remaking Ireland continue to work. Most im- 
portant of these is Land Purchase, under which 
300,000 peasant proprietors are one more year 
nearer the end of their installment payments, and 
already enjoying all the moral benefits of owner- 
ship. Moreover, the Asquith Government pro- 
poses to complete Land Purchase by buying out 
the remaining landlords and distributing their es- 
tates to farmers. In 20 years’ time it is estimated 
that all the land of Ireland will have reverted to 
the original Celtic owners, and $150,000,000 per 
annum, formerly taken out of Ireland by absentee 
landlords, will remain in the couptry. 
There is‘now $350,000,000 in the Irish joint 
At the final reading of the 
Home Rule bill it was charged by the Tories that 


Irish members admitted this to be tr-@, ‘ut said 
Home Rule was necessary to complet a apt 
ness of the people. grin 

The work of the Gaelic League continues in un- 
abated vigor, spreading the native language and 
creating a refreshing new Irish literary and artis-/| 
tic atmosphere. The new National University at 
Dublin has begun doing excellent work. Sir Hor- 
ace Plunkett’s movement for the practical educa- 
tion of farmers is a great uplifting force, constant- 
ly spreading. Other agencies are at work in the 
making of the New Ireland, all resulting from the 
settlement of the land question, which was per- 
haps @ more important triumph than even Home 
Rule. ‘ 

While these Irish movements will be greatly ac- 
celerated by Home Rule, they are not dependent 
on but independent of ft. After the new Home 
Rule government in College Green settles down to 
business the real constructive work of the king- 
dom will, it is expected, come back to pretty much 
the lines upon which it is now advancing.

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ALL THE WORLD BERTILIONED. 

The interesting article on the increasing use of 

finger prints as means of identification by the 
banks, in Thureday’s Post-Dispatch, suggests that 
the time may soon come when finger-print identi- 
fication will be demanded all over the civilized 
world. Already a law has been advocated in Utah, 
providing for registration by finger-print of every 
man, woman and child tn the State. And, as Gov- 
ernment regulation enlarges ita scope, and every 
man’s business becomes  everybody’s business, 
which is the present tendency, we shall all have 
to be photographed, weighed, measured, finger- 
printed and ticketed. 
The scientists who have studied the finger-print 
assure us that duplicate fingers do not occur more 
frequently than once in 64,000,000 persons. Not 
that they have taken any such number of finger 
prints. No, they reason from the average, and 
take it for granted that nature will not belie 
them. Indeed, how can they be sure that there 
are duplicates even in so large a number as 64,- 
000,000 individuals, or any number into infinity? 
Physiology tells us that the delicate lines on the 
inside of the hand are produced by papillae, or 
ridges of delicate tactile tissue underneath the 
epidermis or outer skin. While this outer skin is, 
comparatively dead, being. composed of flattened, 
dry cells, the papillae contain nerves and blood 
vessels. They are keenly alive. They represent 
the man within. And as the man within is like 
ne other man, for no two men ever have the same 
experience, his ‘“‘sign manual,” if we may call it 
so, will be unlike that of any other man.

KANSAS OUT OF REFORMS. 

Kansas politicians are alarmed. The present 
Democratic administration in that State has in- 
augurated so many reforms that exhaustion of the 
list of reforms in which the people are likely to 
feel any great interest is feared. The apprelhen- 
sion has been secretly shared for some time by 
politicians throughout the country who look upon 
new and appealing ideas in politics only as on the 
tools of a trade or the implements with which 
games may be won. 

We have been progressing at an extraordinary 
pace in the last few years. The improvement fn 
municipal government is incalculable. Bosses are 
being overthrown with a regularity pleasant to 
the boss-ridden. The lobby has been very gener- 
ally abolished. Railroads and other concerns do- 
ing a public utility business are strictly regulated. 
Soon they will be valued officially, and their issue 
of securities supervised. The people nave been 
given direct primaries. Blue sky laws have been 
passed.. Equal] taxation on a scientific plan is 
making gradual headway. 

The purity of the ballot is safeguarded so far

To Destroy Flies and Mosquitoes.

Prof. Kirkwood found that a single toad can 
destroy insects in one season that would damage 
crops to the extent of $19.88 (textbook, Zoology, 
by G. W. Herrick, B. S. A., page 245). I timed 
one that lassoed 15 flies in two minutes. 

To destroy flies and mosquitoes raise toads. It 
is easy: In a convenient corner of the lot, espec!i- 
ally near stables, dig a shallow basin, say 12 
inches @eep and three by six feet or more. Have 
the edges sloping and lined with clay or cement 
mortar; keep about six inches of water tn this 
basin and the toads will spawn in it. Soon the 
water will be full of black tadpoles, these will 
“wiggiers’ of mosquitoes. Shortly 
the tadpoles will change to little toads and con-

Just Oracular Enough. 

New York Post: President Wilson’s statement 
concerning the attitude and disposition of this 
country toward the republics to the south of us 
may be more or less oracular, but it strikes us 
as just oracular enough for its purpose, and no 
more. Granted that a warning note was neces- 
sary, the statement issued by the President has 
the great merit of combining a maximum of im- 
pressiveness with a minimum of offense. 


Benevolent Disinterestedness. 

New York Evening Sun: The statement is in- 
telligible only as a declaration of a fixed intention 
to follow the wise course of his predecessor. As 
a declaration of abstract principles it will no 
doubt provoke applause; but the only possible 
policy for this country in its relations with Latin- 
America is one based upon non-interference save 
when the lives of American citizens are risked, 
not by incidental disorder, but a permanent state 
of anarchy, and even this interference cannot go 
beyond assuring the safe withdrawal of those 
citizens. Such was the Taft policy; such, it ap- 
pears to be, is the Wilson policy. The suspicion 
that Mr, Taft was not always well served by his 
Ambassador in Mexico City grows; but the rem- 
edy for this condition is clear. The best guar- 
antee for the friendship of Latin-America is a 
policy on our part of benevolent disinterested- 
ness. 


Not for Cheap Peace. 

New York American: The President is right in 
his insistence that the Monroe Doctrine does not 
stand for “peace at any price.” It stands for the 
kind of peace with Latin America that goes with 
honor and mutual prosperity. The kind of peace 
cannot be established by the United States with 
countries that are ravaged by free-booters and 
wholesale murderers. 

What the President says on this subject reads 
welly But the Taft administration was also rich 
in well-sounding proclamations and sonorous 
“warnings.” 


Read Between the Lines. 


New York Sum: Apparently the .Wilson policy 
toward Mexico and the States of Central America

HAT is the matter with St. Louis audiences? 
Much hag been written: and much more said about the

Of course there were the usual late arrivals at the Odeon who insist 
on going to their seats after the first movement of the Symphony, while

her seat. She groped through the gloom 
up the left aisle, behind the seats at the 
back and down the middle aisle, paus- 
ing uncertainly at almost every row 
until she found a seat to suit her. 

Then just before the last part of to 
concerto the audience began leaving in 
twos and threes, with accompany:ng 
rustle. 

One woman went down the center 
aisle to about the tenth row, leaned 
over and talked to someone in the row 
while Ysaye and the orchestra, witr 
Mr. Zach, baton poised, waited until 
she had finished her chat dnd had *« 
turned almost to the entrance when 
he rapped sharply and the concert 
Went on. 

The climax of the afternoon’s disorder 
Was simultaneous with Ysaye’s greatest 
work of the afternoon, the playing of 
Harmonics in octaves which held the 
musical portion of the audience spell- 
bound until the rustle of tha departing 
Women entirely destroyed the effect and 
spoiled the entire afternoon for many 
persons, some of whom had come from 
towns two and three hours’ distant to 
hear this wonderful yiolinist. 

When the last note was played one- 
third of the house stampeded, while the 
rest remained seated and paid homage 
to the master who had promised an 
encore. By the time the departing 
part of the audience had reached the 
foyer they remembered the promised 
encore and crowded the entrances. 
Some persons worked into the back of 
the private boxes, regardless of the 
presence of the owners. Some calmly 
seated themselves, others jammed the 
ante rooms of the boxes, while those 
who did not return made so much noise 
talking and descending the stairways 
that the concert ended in confusion. 

Did you ever Watch a St. Louis aui- 
jience? 

Well, if you haven't; do so, because 
it is a revelation. 

Audiences all alike? 

Indeed they are not! 

No, indeed! St. Louis audiences are 
notorious for their bad manners. Their 
fame in this respect has gone abroad 
qnd how to handle them is a topic muca 
discussed among theatrical managers 
and impresarios. 

What the artists and actors the:a- 
selves think must be beyond expression, 
for what they say is enough. 

if does not seem to make any dif- 
ference what the attraction is—whether 
it is a great violinist or a popular actor 
—it is always the same. 

At the theater, especially on Monday 
nights, the entire first half of the play 
is lost. The curtain always goes up on 
a half-empty house, and just after the 
first few lines are spoken the noise be- 
gins—anhd until almost the end of this 
act it is impossible to see or hear. Last 
Monday night at the Olympic the first 
part of the play was lost in the con- 
fusion caused by the entrance of the 
belles, beaux and patrons of what is 
known as fashionable society. 

They flutter and whisper, 
things. 

In twos and fours and sixes they 
came. It is unfair to those who arrived 
early to see the play. One manager said 
he had tried closing the aisles durinz 
the acts but it only made matters worse 
because the crowd gathered in the back 
of the house, and had “a party,’’ and 
almost ‘“‘broke up the show.” 

Always the last of the last act is 
spoiled by the audience getting ready 
to go, and by the time the curtain has 
struck the stage, many of those present 
are halfway out of the theater.

PLANTS TO BE IN BLOOM 





Thousands of Lilles, Tulips and 
Joaquils to Be Skown— 
Record Crowd Expected. 








An elaborate Easter show will greet 
the vieitore to Shaw's Garden next Sur- 
day afternoon. Thousands of Easicr 
lilies will be in bloom, as well as many 
varieties of daffedils, tulips, jonquiis 
and other flowers and bulbs. 

Dr. George T. Moore, director in 
charge, has made special arrangements 
to cere for an unusually large Easter 
crowd and believes the attendance rec- 
wa will be broken if the day is pretty. 


Besides the flower show proper, vis- 
ftora will be entertained by features 
that have bedén installed recently at the 
garden. One is a combination ‘zoo’ 
and “circus,” which is the very latest 
addition to the garden's attractions, and 
another is_a lawn, and fields of grow- 
ing rice and cotton. 

The “zoo” is the very latest in St. 
Louis, and the ‘‘cirous” is the one show 
of its kind that will stay in the city 
all the year round. There are no live 
animals or freaks in the zoo and cir- 
cus, but all the rare monstrosities in 
flowers. 

Rspecial care has been given to 
the lawn. It will be divided into 
10-foot strips, and in each strip will 
be sown a different grass seed, 80 
that, when the early April rains come 
and soak in one may see the result 
to be obtained from each kind of 
seed. 

The crowds next Sunday will be 
taken into the garden through the 
main entrance. A platform will be 
in place, and the visitors will be 
escorted over this platform into the 
main new greenhouse, which is 300 
feet long and about 65 feet high. 

Supt. Moore and his assistants will 
be on hand to personally conduct the 
visitors, and explain every part of 
the garden. For the last three weeks, 
workment have been tearing out all 
the old walks. 


GERMAN CENTENARY TO

Festival Here to End Oct. 12 
With Unveiling of Statue of 
Jahn, Hero of 1813. 

The centennial festivities in Germany,

FACTS. EMBARRASS ROADS 


Briefs Filed Attacking 5-Cent In- 
crease on Charge From 
Illinois Fields. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, March 15.—The 
fight of the Post-Dispatch on pehailt 
of the people of St. Louis to prevent 
the proposed advance of 5% cents a 
ton on shipments of bituminous coal 
from the Illinois fields, to bring about 
@ reduction of 5 cents or more a ton 
in existing rates and the abolishment 
of the 20 cents a ton additional rate 
for delivery in St. Louis was taken 
before the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission taday by Edward C. Crow. 
Crow was retained by the Post- 
Dispatch in behalf of the people of 
St. Louis to appear before the com- 
mission and urge that the proposed 


advance be suspended pending a4 
thorough investigation. He was sup- 
ported ably by Philip W. Coyle, traf- 
fic manager of the Business Men’s 
League; P. T. Bryan, attorney for the 
league, and R. W. Ropiequet of Belle- 
ville, who represented some of the 
independent coal companies. Repre- 
sentatives of the railroad were not 
permitted to leave a single point in 
doubt and were embarrassed at times 
‘by the pertinent questions of Crow 
and the others. 
Briefs Attack the Arbitrary. 

' Crow also filed a forma! printed brief, 
calling upon the commission to make 
a thorough investigation of the entire 
coal rate situation at St. Louis, with a 
view to making certain the abolishment 
of the arbitrary charge of 20 cents a ton 
for delivery on the rails of the Terminal! 
Railroad Association in St. Louis. Coyle 
helped matters along materially by fil- 
ing a similar brief on behalf of the 
Business Men's League, in which he 


- 


Si traced the history of the Terminal Asso- 
- Glation from its origin. 


In its petition, filed with the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, the Busl- 
ness Men's League, after stating the 
facts as to the 20-cents-a-ton arbitrary 
on coal within the so-called 100-mile 
district, pointed out that it has a radius 


Of nearly 200 miles at some points. 


It then told of the Government’s suit 
under the SHerman anti-trust act, and 
said that the United States Supreme 
Court directed ‘that there should be 
an abolition of any special or so-called 
arbitrary charge for the use of terminal 
facilities, in respect of traffic originat- 
ing within the so-called 100-mile zone, 
that is not equally and in like manner 
applied in respect of all other traffic 
of a like character originating outside 
the 100-mile zone. 

Chicago Situation Cited. 

The league's petition then cites the 
case of the Chicago industrial district, 
which includes smaller municipalities 
surrounding Chicago, and the fact that 
the rates on coal to all parts of this dis- 
trict are substantially the same. Much 
the greater part of the coal from the 
mines within the 100-mile zone, the pe- 


' tition says, is shipped to and consumed 


in the City of St. Louts. 
The complaint further says the pres- 
em conditions, under the discriminative 


practices of railroads with reference to 


the St. Louis coal rate, is repellent to 
persons seeking factory locations in 8t. 
Touis, and has become . notorious 
throughgut the United States as a con- 
dition adverse to the prosperity of St. 
Louis, and this discrimination has re- 
sulted In serious detriment to St. Leuis 
and its growth. 

By these practices, the petition de- 
claresa, the railroads unjustly discrim- 
inate against St. Louls and its coal 
users and in favor of East St. Louis 
and its coal users. This, it is declared, 
is in violation of sections 2 and 3 of 
the act to regulate commerce. 

“At the present time,’’ the petition 
continues, “the decree to be drawn in 
conformity with the opinion of the Su- 
preme Court has not been prepared. 

“By this opinion, it was further pro- 
vided that, to avoid any possible mis- 
apprehension, the decree should provide 
that nothing: therein should be taken 
to affect In any wise or at any time 
the power of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission over the rate to be charged 
by the Terminal company,;,or the meth- 
od of billing traffic passing over its 
lines, or the establishment of joint 
through rates or routes over its tracks, 
or any other powers conferred by law 
on such commission. 

“Within said 100-mile zone and with 
respect to coal, the defendants make it 
a practice by said tariff in effect and

Wilson Sends His Nomination to 
Senate and He Will Succeed

Ex.-Gov. Francis Among Those 
Mentioned for Place—Wilson 
Wants Literary Man. 


WASHINGTON, March 15.—Presi- 
dent Wilson today sent to the Senate 
the nomination of John Burke of 
North Dakota to be Treasurer of the 
United States. Mr. Burke for two 
years, his term ending Jan. 1 last, 
was Governor of North Dakota. Dur- 
ing the Baltimore convention he was 
a candidate for Vice-President. He 
succeeds Carm! Thompson of Ohio. 

William F. McCombs, chairman of 
the Democratic National Committee, 
conferred with President Wilson for 
more than an hour today. The con- 
ference resulted in this: 

1. McCombs will not accept the 
Ambassadorship to Paris. He. will 
remain as the head of the Democratic 
National Committee. 

2. He will supervise the distribu- 
tion of patronage throughout the 
United States—all the states. 

O’Gorman Will Step Down. 

8. In New York Senator O’Gor- 
man, who has evinced an inclina-. 
tion to lean toward Tammany in the 
matter of recommendations, will step 
aside and McCombs, who never has 
had any connection with Tammany, 
will recommend¢ the patronage there. 

Thus every applicant for . office 
will have to see McCombs or have 
him seen before there can be any 
hope for headway, Exceptions to 
this rule will be a few ambassador- 
ial berths and places which are list- 
ed as assistants to the Cabinet of- 
ficers. 

Under the agreement of the con- 
ference, McCombs’ word will be final 
with the President, but McCombs and 
the President will confer with Sen- 
ators and Representatives. 

To use the words of the Post-Dis- 
patch informant, the change means 
“The best men will get the .places, 
and where there are a number of 
such applicants, the recommendations 
of senators and representatives will 
be followed.” 

Chairman McCombs recommended 
George Foster Peabody for Collector 
of Customs itn New York, to succeed 
William Loeb, a position with a 
salary of $12,600 a year and certain 
commissions, 

After the visit of Chairman McCombs 
there was talk that the President would 
appoint E. B. Merritt, now law clerk 
in the Bureau of Indian Affairs, as In- 
dian Commissioner. 

McCombs told the President some of 
the details of the preconvention fight in 
various states. While President Wilson 
is not making his appointments on the 
basis of preconvention support, it was 
said that the alignments of divided 
Democracy before the Baltimore con- 
vention was a better indication of what 
Democrats were progressive than in the 
campaign that followed when the 
standard bearers were given united sup- 
port everywhere. 

Speculation is rife as to who may 
be chosen for the Ambassadorship to 
the Court of St. James since Richard 
Olney has declined it. Some of the 
President's friends are talking David 
R. Francis, former. Governor of Mis. 
sourl, and Thomas Nelson Page of 
Virginia still is among those _ dis- 
cussed. Other friends of the Presi- 
dent say the latter’s mind is open. 

. Dr. Eliot Is Considered. 

It was learned tonight that friends 
of Charles W. Elliot, president emer- 
itus of Harvard, were going to ask 
the President next week to offer him 
the London post. President Wilson 
has a high regard for President 
Bliot. 

Secretary Tumulty announced that 
Richard Olney had declined the Lon- 
don Ambassadorship “for family rea- 
sons.” It is understood Mrs. Olney 
has been in poor health. The belief 
prevails, however, that while these 
reasons may be included in his letter 
the “confidential nature’ of his com- 
munication deals with the undiesir- 
ability of nominating for the Court 
of St. James the man who, as Sec- 
retary of State in the Cleveland Cabi- 
net, was the author of the famous 
“Venezuelan note.” 

The President wished to fill this 
important post before he settles anv 
other diplomatic mission, and is said 
to favor a man of literary as wel! 
as Giplomatic reputation. In this con- 
nection Augustus Thomas, Judge 
George Gray of Delawere, William 
Church Osborn of New York and Ed- 
win A. Alderman, President of the 
University of Virginia, were brought 
forward. 

Dudley Field Malone of New York 
will not accept public office. He was 
considered for collector of the port of 
New York. The President will issue a 
statement next week “setting forth the, 
high grounds” on which Mr. Malone de- 
clined to take public office.

GLASS IN QUARREL 


John Doran, Dying, Tells of Be- 
ing Cut, and His Brother Is 
Seriously Hurt. 








FIGHT WITH STRANGERS 
Two Victims Aiding Friend in 
Scuffle With Two Others

A piece of glass, according to John 
Doran’s dying declaration, was the 
weapon with which he’ was stabbed to 
death in a fight with two strangers at 
Broadway and Arsenal street, last even- 
ing.

Stenographer Says Adolph 


Prohibition Measures. 





Worry over legislative measures fa- 
voring prohibition was one of the 
things that caused Adolph 8, Asher, 
liquor dealer, to kill himself, accord- 
ing to his stenographer, Miss Rosa- 
lind Epstein of 4737 Washington ave- 
nue. Asher shot himself through the 
head with a pistol a few minutes after 
dictating a business letter in his office, 
€ North Main street, about ll a. m. 
yesterday and died an hour later at the 
City Hospital. 

Asher, who was 48 years old, lived 
with his wife, Mrs. Bessie Hart Asher, 
and his two children, John, 10 years 
old, and Leota, 14 years old, at 4302A 
WVaryland avenue. 

Asher left home at hig usual hour 
yesterday morning after kissing his 
wife and children good-by. He was 
in a cheerful mood when he entered 
his office in the warehouse of Lee, 
Levy & Co., wholesale liquor dealers. 

After reading several letters Asher 
went to the office of J. E. Brennan, 8 
commission merchant whom he had 
known several years, and asked him 
if he ever had the “blues.” He said 
he had the “blues,” and he wanted to 
know how to get rid of them, Bren- 
nan told him to “forget it.” 

Asher then went to the office of 
John B. Beall of the Franklin Oil 
Filter Co. at 2 North Main street, 
and asked him the same question. 

Asher ‘then returned to his office 
and began dictating a letter to Miss 
Epstein. In the midst of the com- 
munication he excused himself and 
went to the second floor. 

Mrs. Mary Belt, an office assistant, 
who was in the front part of the 
second fioor, heard a shot. She ran 
to the toilet room in the rear and 
found the door locked. She saw the 
smoke of the revolver and called for 
help. Thomas Royce, an expressman, 
broke open the door. Asher, with 
a bullet hole in his right temple, was 
found im a corner of the room. 

Mrs. Asher was called and she 

hurried to the hospital, but Asher 
did not recover consciousness.

The name of the Business Men’s 
League and of Traffic ‘Commissioner 
Coyle are signed to the petition, which 
was drawn by Stewart, Byran and Wil- 
liams and H. R. Small, the League’s 
counsel. 

Cc. C. Cameron of Chicago, represent- 
ing the Illinois Central] lines, made the 
principal argument for the railroads. He 
made an almost tearful plea th@t the 
proposed advance be permitted to go 
into effect, declaring the railroads 
needed the increased revenues to main- 
tain and increase their equipment; that 
existing rates are unremunerative, and 
that, anyhow, the increased proposed 
really is not an increase, at all, but 
‘merely the restoration of a part of a 
former rate.” 

He declared the “cost of lMving’ for 
railroads had increased all along the 
line and increased revenues.are an ab- 
solute necessity. For example, he 
quoted the price of coal to the Illinois 
Central, declaring that in 1912 it was 
$1.11% a ton. 

“Give me a contract and I will fur- 
nish every ton you use for about % 
cents a ton,”’ declared Ropiequet. “Give 
the mines on the St. Louis division of 
your own road a chance to bid and you 
will have no difficultiy getting coal 
for a lot less than you are paying.”’ 

Ropiequet added the Illtnois Central 
had not bought: coal from operators on 


the Government’s dissolution suit and 


other extraneous matters. 

“The dissolution suit may have an in- 
teresting and important bearing on this 
case,’’ was the significant reply of one 
of the examiners. Attorney Jones 
promptly apologized, saying he intend- 
ed no offense. 

Cameron attempted to justify the pro- 
posed advance in rates by quoting from 
a financial statement of the Bellevil'> 
& St. Louis electric line, showing a 
deficit of $1400 on its total coal-carrying 
operations last year. 

Attorney Ropiequet quickly declared 
the St. Louis & O’Fallon road, having 
virtually the same mileage, showed a 
net ‘profit of $11,000 a mile and paid 
its stockholders enormous dividends.

PEORIA, IIll., Maren 15.—Miss Janette

The av- 
erage salary of actors and actresses 
“reading lines’ runs from $35 to $70 a 
week, she said. There are stars who 
receive salaries running into the hun- 
dreds and thousands, she testified. 

Separate Dressing Rooms. 

“Do you,” asked Lieutenant-Governor 
O’Hara, “know anything of stage peo- 
ple of both sexes being obliged to dress 
in the same dressing room?” 

“Never heard of such a thing. Ia 
this city my dressing room has a large 
mirror and room for two big trunks. in 
some houses there is less room and two 
women may be put Pogether.

If it 
is broken by that time the commission 
will visit’ a number of Eastern cities, 
but if it is not, the commission will re- 
sfond to an invitation from President 
Wilson and make a flying trip to Wash- 
ington, Thursday, to discuss the cru- 
sade, returning to Springfield itmmedi- 
ately to attend sessions of the Legis- 
lature, Geferring visits to other Eastern 
cities, 

Thomas Greer, manager of a depart- 
ment store, did not know the profits of 
his firm, but was sure that the firm 
could not pay a minimum wage of $8 to 
its women employes without seriously 
interfering with the earnings of the 
house. 

P, A. Bergner, head of a department 
store,- declared his belief that low 
wages have little to do with immor- 
ality among women. 

“Ninety-five per cent of them go 
wrong because of men,” he asserte.. 
“Our better paid girls seem to be 
the ones more likely to go astray,” 
he declared. 

Little Stealing in Stores. 

There was little stealing, he add- 
ed, but the one case in the last year 
involved a girl wetting $%a week. He 
expressed the opinion that a minimu:n 
wage scale for women would be dis 
astrous. In the first place, firms 
would hire only people who were 
worth the money, he asserted, and 
unskilled persons, instead of gettin 
$4. or $6, while:learning, as at pres- 
ent, would not be hired at all. He 
thought such a law would throw 
more women out of employment than 
under the present system. 

“If you pass a minimum wage gcale 
too high for us, and we won't hire in- 
competents at the rate you prescribe, 
what are you going to do with them” 





Chairnian O'Hara didn’t attempt to 
answer, but asked Senator Tossey if 
he had any questions to ask. The 
latter pursued a different line of in- 
terrogation. 

H. H. Given, a cloak and suit retali- 
er; paid a minimum of $6 a week. “If 
they are not worth $6, they are not 
worth hiring,” he sald. 

W. D. Roos, a five and ten cent store 
man, paid low wages because the girls 
he employed regard his store as a mere 
training school tn salesmanship. They 
generally leave him as soon as they 
grasp the rudiments of salesmanship, he

St. Patrick’s 


Day Message, S:nt Through ' the 
Post-Dispatch, Says England Is Recogniz- 
ing Justice of Erin’s Demands.

LONDON, March 15—John E. Red- 
mond, leader of the Trish parliamentary 
party, today gave this important St 
Patrick’s day signed message to the 
Post-Dispatch: 


“I send hearty greetings to: the Irish 
and the friends of Ireland in the United 
States of America on this festival of 
St.. Patrick, the national apostle of Ire 
land, and can assure them that never 
,have the prospects for the old land been 
brighter or more full of hope and 
promise. All the anticipations of the 
last St. Patrick’s day with regard to 
the home rule bill have been fully real- 
ized, and today it is as certain as al- 
most anything can be that the bill wil! 
be passed through al) its stages and 
placed on the stathte book before the 
end of May next year if not before. 

“The rejection of the bill by the House 
of Lords on its first being sent un to 
that assembly by the House of Com- 
r~nsa. need not dishearten or dispirit the 
friends of Ireland. The passage of a 
Parliament ect, for which the Irish party 
was largely responsible, has limited 
the veto power of the House of Lords 
so that it has now only a power of de- 
lay, whereas formerly it had the power 





of destruction. 

“The bill will be sent to the Lords the 
second time in the course of a few 
weeks, and then if the Lords again re- 
ject it, it will be passed the third -time 
by the House of Commons and become 
law, under the provisions of a Parliia- 
ment act, in May of next year. 

“The opponents of Home Rule are no 
longer able to mislead the electors of 
Great Britain. They are in despair at 
the impossibility of evoking any sym- 
pathetic response in their campaign in 
the English constituencies. 

“Tt is clear that the people of Great 
Britain have become convinced of the 
justice and urgency of the Irish de- 


mand, and they are determined-that ft , 


shall be met on the lines of the Dill 
for which the Prime Minister stands 


sponsor. 

“The present position of the Irish 
cause {s due in a very large measure 
to the generous, wunfailin support 
accorded it by citizens of the United 
States of all classes and sections. 
That eupeer’ was and is one of the 
most priceless assets~of Ireland and 
we feel sure it will not be wanting 
to us in the concluding stage of our 
winning fight for justicé and liberty.

In a second letter imploring a 
parole, which was received yester- 
day by Judge Wurdeman of Clay- 
ton, Charles R. Drummond, who is 
a ‘fugitive in California from Mis- 
souri under conviction of bigamy, 
urged that his mental punishment 
has been sufficient without the ad- 
dition of a penitentiary term, and 
that he has accomplished the reform- 
atory purpose of a jail sentence by 
giving up drinking, 

In support of his plea, he quotes a 
telegram from his third wife, form- 
erly Miss Carlotta Vincent, to this 
effect: 

“Charles R. Drummond, Lee Apart- 
ments, San Diego, Cal.: Regardless 
of conditions, anything I can do for 
you would be as you desire. If I 
can be of any service, let me know. 
CARLOTTA.” 

“T have a life worth living to live,” 
Drummond wrote to Judge Wurde- 
man, “and I want to live it. The 
fulfillment of this ambition requires 
the opportunity, which to a great ex- 
tent you hold the power of deter- 
mining, whether or not, shall be. 
weigh this fact carefully. 

“A term tin jail or penitentiary has 
two objecta, one to inflict punish- 
ment, the other to effect, if any 
through restraint and reflection—re- 
formation. 

“Wherein lies the necessity that I 
be further punished for a crime, 
when, through the punishment result- 
ing to me, mental and otherwise, a 
reformation has been accomplished, 
without the use of the jail or re- 
stricting parole, which has elimin- 
ated the source of my difficulty, 
namely the use’ of liquor? 

“Many lines of occupation are 
closed to me because I am considered 
a fugitive from justice. As long as 
I remain in my present condition 
there is no opoprtunity for me to 
make the progress of which I am 
capable, and which I must accom. 
plish tn order to met the responsibil- 
ity upon me.” 

Drummond complained that a prev- 
fous letter requesting a parole, which 
was dated Jan. 20, was not answered 
by Judge Wurdeman.

NEW COMMITTEE IN 
U.S. SENATE FAVORS 
VOTES FOR WOMEN 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 15.—A consti- 
tutional amendment, giving women the 
right to vote for President and Vice- 
President, probably will be brought 
formally before Congress with the in- 
dorsement of a Senate committee before 
the end of the present year. 

In the reorganization of its commit- 








| tees today the Senate took its woman 


suffrage committee out of the lst of 
inactive committees, where it has re- 
mained for many years; increased its 
membership from five to nine, the ma- 
jority of whom are advocates of suf- 
frage for women, and gave its chairman- 
ship to Senator Thomas of Colorado, a 
suffrage State. 

Senator Thomas said tonight he had 
accepted the chairmanship with the 
understanding that there would be act- 
ive steps taken in this Congress to sub- 
mit a suffrage amendment to the people 
of the country for their approval. 

Will Confer With Leaders. 

Senator Thomas will confer first with 
national leaders in the suffrage move- 
ment to determine what steps they de- 
Sire to take. It is expected the com- 
mittee will begin the consideration of 
the suffrage question soon after the ex- 
tra session convenes in April. 

Representatives of the National Amer. 
ican Woman Suffrage Association made 
arrangements today for a conference 
with President Wilson for 10:30 Monday 
forenoon, when they will urge him to 
recommend in a message to Congress an 
amendment to the Federal Constitution 
admitting women to the ballot. 

Whether or not President Wilson 
makes such a recommendation, activity 
in Congress will begin at an early date. 
The Senate Committee on Woman Suf- 
frage had heretofore been known as a 
‘‘minority committee.”” It has not met 
for many years. 

Becomes Important Body. 

Democratic leaders notified the Repub- 
licans that they proposed to enlarge the 
committee and take over the chairman- 
ship. As finally organized by the Sen- 
ate, the committee includes the follow- 
ing: 

Senator Thomas, Colorado, chairman; 
Senators Owen, Oklahoma; Ashurst, 
Arizona; Ransdell, Louisiana; Hollis, 
New Hampshire; Clapp, Minnesota; 
Sutherland, Utah; Jones, Washington, 
and Catron, New Mexico. 

Senator Jones is chairman of the spe- 
cial committee now investigating the 
failure of the police properly to protect 
the great suffrage parade in Washing- 
ton March 3. 

“The prepesal to gtve women the right 
of suffrage through a constitutional 
amendment is becoming a question of 
constantly growing importance,” said 
Chairman Thomas. “I have taken the 
chairmanship of this committee because 
I believe I can do some effective work 
for the extension of suffrage to the 
women of the country.”

Handshake in Ring Causes 


Downfall of Meany Danis 





Too-Confiding Scrappers Have Frequently Been Dealt a 
Punch in the Jaw When Expecting Customary 
Formality at Start and Close of Bouts. 





When a boxer stops a bout long 
enough to shake hands with his op 
ponent in acknowledgment of an er- 
ror on his part it looks commendable, 
but it is not good business because 
the boxer to whom the hand is of- 
fered may at that moment snap over 
@ punch that will win for him. There 
is nothing in the rules that makes a 
blow of this sort foul, and while it 
might not look well to the spectators 
it would have to be allowed. 

Experienced boxers know this over- 
ture of a handshake as a trick of the 
ring, and instead of falling into what 
might be a trap they jump away from 
it. Some boxers, trying to be ex- 
tremely fair, have fallen a victim to 

and it was so often operated in 
some of the bouts in New York that 
the Boxing Commission put an end 
to it by ruling that it must be con- 
sidered a foul blow. Commission 
rules, however, do not prevail every- 
where and when Queensberry rules 
zovern a contest a tricky boxer can 
do a lot of things that are not 
“lassed as unfair, no matter how un- 
fair they may appear in spirit. 


Treachery by Mike Schreck. 

In a bout that took place in this city 
some years ago before the West End 
Club between Mike Schreck and “Cy- 
clone” Kelly, the latter offered his hand 
to Schreck as they advanced to the cen- 
ter of the ring to begin the first round. 
They had previously shaken hands when 
they came up for the referee's instruc- 
tions, but when the gong sounded Kel- 
ly thought he’d shake hands again. 
Schreck reached over with his right 
hand, pulled Kelley just a little bit to- 
ward him, and then swung a left to 
Kelly’s jaw that lifted the “Cyclone” 
clear off the floor before he fell in a 
heap. How he ever recovered suffi- 
ciently to get up before being counted 
out was a mystery to most of those who 
were present, but he was-knocked down 
six times afterwards, and the bout-was 
finally stopped to prevent his further 
punishment. 

Of course, Schreck was hissed, and 
many thought he should be disqualified, 
but he was strictly within the rules, 
and could not be disqualified for what 
he had done. He tried the same trick 
afterwards on “Philadelphia” Jack 
O’Brien, but that clever boxer refused 
to be caught, 
to shake hands. 

The time to shake hands is before the 
bout starts, or after it is over, but nev- 
er during the time it is on, unless you 
are prepared to take the count.

Fight Made to Defeat Vice-Presi- 
. dent Douglas—Renews 
Dissension. 





Out of the rebellion in. the ranks of 
the Missouri Historical Society which 
led to the unsuccessful suffragist insur- 
gent movement at the recent annual 
election of the society has come the 
answer to that riddle, ‘““‘What is the 
matter with St. Louis?’ 

At least Mrs. Anna Sneed Cairns of 
Forest Park University and other wom- 
en members of the historical society 
think so, and here, they believe, is the 
answer: 

“The public men of St. Louis and 
Missouri are 30 years behind the women 
of the city and State who take part in 
public affairs.”’ 

Miss Idress Head, librarian of the Mis- 
souri Historical Society for the past six 
years, is so convinced that this is the 
case that she told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter last night that she would tender 
her resignation to President William 
K. Bixby immediately. 

Her direct and avowed reason for 
resigning is because of the re-elec- 
tion Friday night of Walter B. Doug- 
las as vice-president of the organiza- 
tion. She says the soclety espouses a 
do-nothing policy because of Doug- 
las’ domination of the board. 

Calls Great Men “Old TimvJey.” 

Mrs. Cairns .says St. Louis’ great 
men are “old timesy.” She formed 
this opinion after watching them at 
work while the * Historical Society 
election was in progress. Among the 
great and near-great St. Loulisans 
present at the time were W. K. Bix- 
‘by, the capitalist; former Gov. D. R. 
Francis, Mayor Kreismann, former 
Mayor Wells, Isaac F. Lionberger, 
John F. Lee, James E. Smith and 
Capt. Robert McCulloch of the United 
Railways. 

“It was while the balloting was in 
progress,’’ said Mrs. Cairns last night, 
“that I observed the men following a 
system which we women discarded 30 
years ago. Two tellers who had tak- 
en up the ballots went off into a cor- 
ner and as one took the slips of paper 
from a hat, he whispered the count to 
the other, who jotted it down with 
a great air of secrecy and mystery. 

“T was stunned. I thought that sort 
of thing had gone out of fashion with 
the last age. So I got up and intr»- 
duced a resolution that the teller who 


‘took the slips from the hat should an- 


nounce in a loud voice what he found. 
Then we could all follow the tally and 
keep tab on it. The other way, we 
would just have to accept as correct 
whatever count the tellers announced 
when they were done with their work 
in the corner. 

“Then I got my second shock. So set 
were the men in the society against any 
change in the system. that they had 
followed for years that I was shouted 
down with a storm of ‘Noes.’ 

“‘Why, we would have to change the 
constitution and the by-laws to do that,’ 
said one man. 

“Fred W. Lehmann had the courtesy 
to explain to the other’ men that my 
resolution was not such a revolutionary 
matter as they seemed to think, but 
they were terribly frightened anyhow, 
at the idea of an innovation of any 
kind. I just had to swallow .it and 
smile. I laughed to think what would 
happen if the tellers tried to go off in 
a corner and count votes in one of our 
modern women’s meetings. They would 
not tolerate: such an ‘old timesy’ sys- 
tem. ‘Old timesy’ is a Kentucky expres- 
sion, but we understand what it means 
in Missouri. 

Mrs. Cairns said she was not one of 
the insurgents at the meeting who at- 
tempted to defeat several nominees on 
the administration slate. 

“T voted for every administration can- 
didate,"” Mrs. Cairns told a_ reporter, 
“though I disapproved of the manner of 
their nominations. Our splendid new 
building, the Jefferson Memorial in 
Forest Park, is due to the efforts of 
the re-elected officers of the society 
and just on that one account they de- 
served re-election. But they should 
not go at it In such an old-fashioned 
way. They ought to attend a conven- 
tion of some big national organization 
of women and learn modern -methods.”’

The idertity of the promoters is with- 
held, pending the outcome of negotia- 
tions. 

The site ts improved with a four-story | 
building, and has a frontage on Olive 
street of 87 feet by a depth on” Eigh- 
teenth of 110 feet. The premises are now 
used for hotel purposes. 

Alexander M. McDonald, manager of 


property, admitted that negotiations 
contemplating the erection on the site 
of a large hotel, were in progress. 

Adjoining ground on Olive street is 
also embraced in the hotel plan, it is 
understood.

tiously.

Some etrange and wonderful things have hap- 
peed in St. Louis and cisewhere throughout the 
courtry since the parcel post became avai.able. 
Pos. master Akins has been perturbed many times. 
at d Postmaster-General Hitchcock has been non- 
piusred. but all the officials seem to have ta en 
+heir t.oubles ; oodnaturedly, for, .t the outset, it 
.o cdmitted that there were going to be vani- 
ties and vexations of spirit until such time as the 
portal officials and the people became sufficiently 
acy.ainted with the new branch of service to get 
it to running without requiring copious applica- 
t.ons of oi] to relieve the friction. 

Unexpected packages have been sent through 
the mails, some of them constructively though 
not specifically prohibited by the :egulations. For 
instance, live babies. A baby is an animal, and 
the only animal that is mailable is a queen bee. 
The first: postal employe who accepted and de- 
livered a baby was Vernon O. Lyttle, mail car- 
rier on Rural Route No. 5, out of Batavia, O. The 
baby was a boy weighing 10 3-4 pounds, just in- 
side the maximum weight limit of 11 pounds. Its 
parents. Jesse Beagle and his wife, who live near 
the village of Glendale, properly packed and 
stamped the infant for delivery to its grandmoth- 
er, Mrs. Louis Beagle, living on Route No. 5. 

Carrier Lyttle insured the child for $50, the 
maximum insurance rate for p-rcels. The post- 
age paid was 15 cents. The precious package was 
delivered safely. This was several weeks ago. 
The same baby now would be unmailable because 
of weight, for it has grown considerably. 


Babies, Being Animals, 
Are Not Mailable. 


Unknown to the rural carrier in Ohio, Postmas- 
ter-General Hitchcock already had made a ruling 
against the posting of babies on the ground that 
they are animals. He had received a letter from 
a woman at Fort McPherson, Ga., who had been 
in correspondence with a person in Pennsylvania 
-with regard to taking a baby to bring up. The 
i Georgia woman wanted to know “what specific 
regulations to use in wrapping so it would com- 
ply with the regulations, and be allowed shipment 
by parcel post, as the express companies are too 
rough in handling.” 

‘There is, however, no objection to the shipping 
of human remains by post, provided the package 
conforms to the sanitary, weight and dimensional 
conditions. This, however, does not mean that a 
corpse can be posted. Cremation first is neces- 
gary.. 

The ashes of Frederick Naumann Sr. were 
posted at St. Louis early in January, and deliv- 
We ay Edwardsville, Il. Naumann died in the 

city. His body was brought to St. Louis 
and cremated, and the ashes were mailed to his 
old home, and buried in a grave dug before it was 
discovered that he had left a will directing incin- 
vration. 
, Dead animals and parts thereof, properly pre- 
pared, have been mailed from various parts of the 
country. These postings include not only such 
fame as falls within the conventional category, 
but certain other animal remains commonly con- 
sidered taboo .n polite circles. For instance, in 
several states skunk hides have been posted, 
with results calling forth protests from carriers 
and receivers of general mail matter. 


Many attempts to post live game have been 
made. Some iave “gone through.” A few days 
after the parcel post became operative Mrs. Marie 
Kreutzer of Rural Route }o. 3, Belleville, Il., re- 
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ceived from F. Kreutzer of Monteagie, Tex., two 
boxes. Each contrined a jack rabbit. Live 
shrimps, lobsters and fish have been offered, but 
rejected. 

One of the early parcels mailed and delivered 
was a dishpan, properly stamped, which went 
from Nevada, Mo., to Parsons, Kan. Dishpats 
are mailable if they fall within the weight and 
dimensions limits. 

One of the queerest, parcels -.hat. has gone 
through was th» head of a jog which was sup- 
posed to have had rabies. The dog was killed at 
Paris, Ill., after biting several persons. Its head 
was cut off and mailed to the Pasteur Institute in 
Chicago, for examination by the experts. 

Early in February a Chicagoan who puts up 
box lunches inaugurated a new idea. Each day 
he mailed several hundred pasteboard packages, 
each containing a cold lunch, for delivery shortly 
before noon to bakers, broxers, real estate men 
and clerks. The originator of the plan hopes it 
will solve the short-lunch period problem. 

A jug of molasses which broke in a mail pouch 
received at Hopkinsviile, Ky., damagea a great 
many letters, some cf which «very registered. The

The pub- 
li. discovered that they were admitted to the post, 
provided they were securely packed. Negligence 
or ignorance in this respect has caused the postal 
employes much bother, and the general mail mat- 
ter a great deal of mussing up.

FEAR, ANGER, JOY AND GRIEF MERELY MUSCULAR 


fear, anger, joy aifd grief are those en- 

dowed with muscles that can give expres- 
sion to such feelings. The late William James 
maintained this thesis from a few limited obser- 
vations, but it remained for Prof. George Crile, 
the surgeon of the Lakeside Hospital, Cleveland, 
Ohio, finally to clinch the proof. 

A man or a jackrabbit fears, says Dr. Crile, he- 
cause he is equipped by hereditary selection with 
the proper muscles for such an emotion When a 
human being bécomes fright: ned, whether it is by 
a second story thief, impending shipwreck, finan- 
cial loss, domestic troubles or even the most hi1- 
den thought, whether the danger is real of imagi- 
nary, whether he is awake or asleep, all of the 
“fear’’ muscies immediately get busy. 

Suppose it is you who are alarmed. At once you 
are troubled; you perspire, your eyes bulge, your 
heart palpitates, your breath comes and goes, vou 
grow weak in the knees. Even your internal ov- 
eens become affected if the fright is great and tha 
tiny muscles in your skin contract and squeeze 
out the blood. You are as “pale as a chost.” Look 
a: the picture of a frightened mat or woman, 
giant or. child; see the characteristic expression 
on the face. Particular grcups of muscles in the 


T only creatures that have the emotions of 


eyeballs and face produce this typical “mask of 
horror.” 

William James brought forward data to show 
that when a man saw a bear for the first time all 
the muscles of fear became disturbed first, and 
not until then did he “feel fear.’”’ Comes now Pr. 
Crile and goes a step further and proves that a 
snake and some other creatures cannot have the 
emotion of fear because they cannot show fear. Or 
to use his words, “They have not inherited the 
appropriate muscles to give that particular emo- 


tion.” 


In precisely the same manner, when a man be- 
comes angry from an external or an internal 
cause, whether his corns are trod upon, his daugh- 
ter is insulted, or a street car conductor carries 
him carelessly one block too far, he clenches his 
teeth. doubles up his fists, bangs on his desk, loses 
his voice and becomes a vibrating armature of 
muscular contraction. Ager cannot appear, un- 
less the “anger” muscles are formed. 


Inherited from the Gays of savagery, when men 
fought with their teeth, armg, feet and fists, even 
centuries of disuse and the protection of ciwiliza- 


tion have not served to eliminate these muscles of 


rage, fear and offense. " 
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Says Dr. Crile, the muscles of fear are the de- 
fensive mechanism, while the muscles of rage are 
those of attack and onslaught. Man is endowed 
with both, but like certain orders of the feline 
tribes some human families and races have the of- 
fensive muscles overdeveloped while others have 
the defensive and flight muscles dominant. 

To prove his contentions Dr. Crile performed 
numerous elaborate experiments with rabbits and 
dogs, as well as recording many extensive obser- 
vations upor. friends, acquaintances and patients 
1. his hospital. Thus a rabbit—rabbits have the 
fear fight group of muscles dominant and are 
wholly wanting in the angry fight group—wis 
placed in such a position that a dog—the canine 
family have both groups—pursued it but could in 
no way harm it. The dog bristled, barked angrily 
and all of its brave attacking muscles became 
alert and strained. The rabbit’s breathing do»- 
bled, its heart palpitated, it grew feverish and ‘ts 
eyes and morth gave all the indications of terror. 

Not content, Dr. Crile went further and in the 
midst of their signs of terror anti rage he killed 
both animals. Marvellous to tell, it was found 
that definite changes had taken place in the brain 
and nerve tissues of the animals. It was demon- 
strated that during both fear and anger poisons 


are generated in the body which do permanent !n- 
jury to the brain and other tissues. 

Furthermore in his observatious on the hum in 
race Dr. Crile found that these poisons are gel.<- 
rated in greater quantity if the emotion {8 sup- 
pressed, hidden, unacted and untold. That is to 
say if you-become angry and sit down and write a 
letter about it or tell it to your dearest friend, 
or your doctor, less harm ensues. Less permaneut 
damage results and less of those same internal 
autotoxins are generated. 

It is better, according to Dr. Crile’s discoveries. 
tc stamp your foot, smash a few goblets and burst 
Into tears than to sit stolidly mute with #uyy- 
pressed excitement hammering for an outlet at ev- 
ery tiny muscle of your irritated body.

HAT becomes of all the boo's that are 

printed? In New York alone the classi- 

fied telephone directory devotes 10 col- 
unics of fine print to publishers. When it is con- 
side ed that Boston, Chicago and _ Philadelphia 
cen show a large number and that every other big 
city in the country bas its publishing houses, to 
say nothing of the lesser institutions in smaller 
towns, some small idea may be obtained of the 
number of concerns in this country whose busi- 
In addition to these and 
books that are 
The 


ness is issuing boos. 
augmenting them are the many 
privately printed or published by societies. 
crand total must be enormous. 

There are almost 1000 publishers of various 
crades in Greater New York. Tating them, big 
and small, they should average at least one book 
a year and 1000 printed copies to the book. That 
would mean that 1.000.000 Ltoo«xs a year of various 
scrts and kinds are put out in that city. It does 
not follow by any means that that number is 
scld. As a matter of fact it is only the compar:- 
tive few which reach an enormous sale and reap 
fortunes for their authors and publishers. 

The best sellers, for instance, doubtless often 
run well over 100,000 copies. But if the sale of 
the average novel gets as high as 2500 copies the 
book is by no means considered a failure. No 
matter how many or how few are printed, how- 
ever, there are always more or less copieg left on 
the publisher’s hands after che “lua: eullion das 
been run off the press. Some of these. of course, 
are held in reserve, but eventually the question 
arises of disposing of the remainder. Sooner or 
later these get into the hands of the secondhau:l 
dealers. 

These latter also replenish their stock from the 
ordinary reading public. What do you yourself 
do, for instance, with a novel that you have read? 
You may, forget it and leave it on the train or 
street car, you may lend it and lose it in that 


manner, vou may give it away, or, if you like it. 
particularly, you may put it in the bookcase, there 
te ,0In the ranks of the chosen few that are rexud 
and reread. The average reader as novels accu- 
mulate about the house usually sends a lot of 
them to some charity such as the Salvation Arm: 
or to some hospital or else sells them for wha: 
he can get for them. 

Many of them go down with ships at sea. Some 
o* them travel to far lands to rot and decay under 
the equatorial sun or the volar snows. Possiblv 
fire destroys more of them than any other ele- 
ment does. As a matter of tact the ordinary 
book of today is not constructed for a long life 
The author hurries to get it out, the publisher 
hurries to publish it, the pavermaker hurries 
the paper for its. manufacture, the printer 
hurries to print it, the press agent hurries to ad- 
vertise it and the reader hurries to read it. Tho 
result is that the life of the book is not what it 
should be. 

After it bas passed through two or three experi- 
ences of being carted around it shakes off the 
tramgnels of its binding. Sometimes it fades away 
leaf by leaf. If it is constitutionally strong 
enough to hold together the battered wreck of 
itself it may find its way to the paper makers, 
there to dissolve into a pulp from which eventu- 
ally other books shall spring. If it is too feeble 
for this useful end it eventually finds its way to 
the ash can or the street.

Inquiry shows that the seeming miracle is 
really a marvel of business system, of painstaking 
efficiency. The contractor who had charge of tie 
removal of the Church of the Redeemer explains 
the following interesting details of the operation, 
most of which will probably be employed in 
transplanting the Lindell Avenue M. E. Church: 
“In the first place, the contractor in charge of 
the work is supplied with architects’ plans of 
the church, The old ones by which it was first 
built will serve unless alterations are to be in- 
troduced: in this case new spocificationgs must 
be made. 

“The next step is to photograph the structure 
angle, inside and outside. External 
taken as close to the building as 
possible, are made on every side and corner. 
Every decorative trimming is photographed in 
detail. Flashlight portraits, equally thorough, 
are made in the interior. 


Various Parts Carefully 
Numbered for Rebuilding 


“Then an experienced foreman, who is to have 
cnuarge of the active work, is sent to the church 
and instructed to remain there for from a week 
ta three weeks. With a notebook and a tave he 
goes carefully over the structure, inside and out, 
taking accurate measurements of a thousand 
details. When he finishes he not only has an 
acurate photograph of the structure and its fur- 
niture in his memory, but has several notebooks 
filled with figures. 

“Then the furniture is removed. The organ 
is dismantled by specialists and placed in stor- 
Every pew is separately numbered and its 
exact location in reference to the neighvoring 
rews is put down in black and white. The pul- 
pit furnishings are similarly numbered, so that 
each can be restored precisely to its proper 
pinece, 

“The next thing is to assemble a force of 
workmen to perforin the wrecking. For this work

crdinary rough, unskilled labor will not serve. 
Instead of getting men at $2 a day, expert car- 
penters and stonemasons must be employed at 
from $3.50-to $5 a day. 

“No attempt is made to save the plaster, 
cert that some section painted with a design or 
picture may be carefully taken out and boxed. The 
ficoring, too, is usually sacrificed and new board- 
ing substituted. But everything else is pre- 
served, and is recorded by an elaborate system 
cf bookkeeping. 

“Memorial windows of art glass cause much 
trouble, and the work of removing and crating 
them is generally entrusted to expert glass 
workers. The sections of the windows are marked 
with numbers, so that they may be replaced in 
their original position. 


ex- 


“Every window casing, every door frame, every 
bit of wainscoting is similarly numbered or let- 
tered. On the exterior the cut stones around 
the windows and door openings, buttresses and 
pilasters are also recorded individually by num- 
ber or letter before they are removed. 

“But the stones or bricks in the body of the 
church do not need to be numbered and no ac- 
count is kept of them, for one stone of the same 
size will serve as well as another in the plain 
masonry. But, if the photographs show any large 
and prominent stone in the walls, this is marked 
so that it may be replaced in the position from 
which it was taken. Such a stone, which mem- 
bers of the congregation have probably seen for 
years, would be missed instantly if it were not 
restored. 

“On the roof the copper valleys and gutters and 
the pieces of slate cut to fit certain positions are 
also kept track of by number and letter. The 
same system is employed with the joists and 
trusses and the electric fixtures. 

“So that, when the structure is at last re- 
duced to piles of stone, lumber, slate and metal, 
there exists a system by which every piece of 
materia] in the mass must fall exactly into its 
pluce when rebuilding begins. 

“Usually the foundation is left behind, it be- 
ing less trouble to build a new one than to trans- 
plant the old one, which, having been invisible, 
has no sentimental value to the congregation 
such as is true of the visible parts of the struc- 


ture. But basement furnishings, of course, are 
preserved. 

“When it comes time to remove the corner 
stone the rector of the church and his vestry- 
men are often assembled to take charge of its 
contents, which are usually of an interesting 
and valuable character. Sometimes this stone 
contains a considerable collection of coins. 

“When the materjal is transplanted to the 
new site, the work of reconstruction proceeds 
rapidly. The stones and timbers, already pre- 
pared for their place, slide into them as if auto- 
matically, although it is all due to the painstak- 


ing system by which they were marked. 


Contractor Compels Accuracy 
in Reconstruction Work 

“In case there is any doubt, the foreman is on 
the spot with his notebooks of measurements and 
Lis own thorough familiarity with every detail 
ot the new structure. This foreman, who is re- 
sponsible to the contractor for the success of the 
job, is a salaried man, and may get as much as 
$35 a week. 

“Tf the contractor were not accurate, the con- 
eregation would compel him to be. After the 
work of reconstruction begins, a crowd of men 
and women members of the church usually goes 
out every Sunday to see how the job is progres- 
sing, and they are extremely severe critics. If 
one of them imagines he sees a stone out of place, 
he tells the pastor, who in turn is expected to 
‘drop a bug in the ear’ of the contractor. 

“If, in tne rebuilt church, a new pew should 
be an inch nearer to or farther from the one 
ahead, its owner would notice the change. He 
remembers the positions of all the art windows 
as seen from his pew, and would know in a mo- 
ment if a blunder should have substituted one 
window for another. And it would be right for 
them to cofnplain, for there is no reason why, 
with proper system, the church should not be 
rebuilt in exact facsimile.’ 

The same contractor relaces that on a wall 
above the altar in the Church of the Redeemer 
was painted a cross of unusual] design which 
was illuminated by an electric light at certain 
roints in the service. A section of plaster on 
which the cross was figured was cut out and 
carefully boxed. 
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When it was time to restore the cross tie pox 
containing the plaster section could not be found, 
and the workman who had stored it away had 
left the job. By telegraphing he was at last 
found in Denver and revealed where the box 
was. The photographs showed the design of the 
sacred symbol and its dimensions could have 
been calculated. But its exact coloring had been 
forgotten. It was only by the aid of the orig- 
inal that an accurate copy could have been 
painted. 

The reasons why all of these pains are taken 
to rebuild a duplicate church from the old ma- 
terials instead of a new one are explained by 
the Rev. Dr. William Wirt King, pastor of the 
Lindell Avenue M. E. Church. 

In the first place, it is cheaper. Every ex- 
pense is: saved except for plastering, flooring 
and labor. He estimates that it would cost $200.- 
000 to rebuild a facsimile of his church from 
new material, and that the cost of transplanting 
the building will be about one-third of this 
amount. Contractors say, however, that this cal- 
culation of economy is far too sanguine. 

In the second place, there is the reason of 
sentiment. Members of a church who have at- 
tended it every Sunday for years beeome affec- 
tionately attached to it ag a building. They 
grow to love its old stones, its art windows, the 
rews in which they have sat on so many Sab- 
baths. So that, when they find everything fa- 
miliar and deaf to them from long association 
restored to its proper place in the reconstructed 
edifice, they have a sense of returning home, in- 
stead of migrating to a strange house. 

This motive is especially influential when the 
church is a memorial edifice like the Church of 
the Redeemer, dedicated by E. C. Simmons to 
the memory of a daughter. 

Unusual. problems, which have § necessitated 
the drawing of new plans by an architect. will 
wake the removal of the Lindel] Avenue Church 
more difficult than former operations of the kind. 
It stands on the southwest corner of Lindell 
boulevard and Newstead avenue. Its new site 
iy at the northeast corner of Skinker road and 
Waterman avenue. At presvnt the edifice fronts 
on the north and east. When rebuilt its front 
walls will be on the south ard west. So that 
in moving the building must be reversed. 

Advantage wil] be taken of the operation to 
enlarge the basement so ag to include a more 
spacious Sunday School department, a meeting 
place for Boy Scouts and a gymnasium. The 
work of wreckage is expected to begin inp April, 
and Dr. King believes that services may be held 
in the transplanted edifice by next Christmas. 
in the meantime the auditorium will be demol- 
ished first and services held in the chapel. When 
the auditorium is re-erected the congregation wil! 
be transferred to it while,the chapel ig being dis- 
niantled and rebuilt. 

The astonishing westward growth of St. Louis 
within the last few years, a trend of population 
whose pressure is driving even churches along 
with its current, is well illustrated by the his- 
tory of the Lindell Avenue Church. Its audi- 
torium was completed 20 years ago and its chapel 
five years later. At that time its site was if 
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anything too far west of the social and residential | 


center of the city, and Lindell boulevard was oe 
fashionable thoroughfare of the city. 

In the short period which has since clanae 
a great system of exclusive “places,” springing 
up still farther west, has eclipsed the monopoly 
of pre-eminence possessed by Lindell boulevard. 
Subdivision after subdivision was opened on what 
was prairie land 20 years ago, until they extend to 


the western city limits and even encroacu Upon 


St. Louis County. . 
This development has been made possible by 
improved street car facilities in part, but the 
real controlling factor was the development of 
the automobile, which, owned by the thousands, 
has annihilated distances Tike five and tem miles,
